Apparently Hamlin just barely 
avoided being struck with disaster 
Saturday as the trio of convicts, who 
escaped from Colorado, killed T.L. 
Baker near Rotan, passed through 
Hamlin and then went on a rampage 
of shooting and killing in Central 
Texas. 
Somewhere during this reign of 
terror the trio, switched from 
picking their victims on the basis of 
revenge to a wild shooting spree. 
Fortunately for Hamlin residents, 
the trio passed through here without 
feeling the need for new trans­ 
portation or anything else that they 
would have had to take by force. For 
this we can be eternally thankful. 
We can also be eternally thankful 
that they did not hole up here. From 
all reports we have received about 
half of Hamlin must have been on 
hand when the officers searched the 
homes here. Had they been holed up 
in any one of these homes there is no 
telling how many of the curiosity 
seekers might have gotten in the 
way of a bullet before the battle was 
over. 
It is bad enough that we have all of 
these unneeded people at fires and 
other disaster areas but it is just 
plain stupid of people to gather 
around something like this.

He had been taking 
dialysis treatments three 
times weekly in Abilene since 
both kidneys were removed 
last September. 
They were notified Monday 
evening that a donor with 
matching blood type had been 
found. After further checking 
to determine a perfect match, 
Jim was told to report to 
Galveston for surgery.

We think that you might enjoy the

Boy, did I breathe a sigh of relief 
when 
President 
Gerald 
Ford 
nominated Nelson Rockefeller for 
vice president Tuesday morning. I 
was holding my breath for fear that 
he would nominate me. 
Everything was going along all 
right while they were talking about 
nominating Howard Baker, Barry 
Goldwater, 
George

or 
Rockefeller, among others. But one

A three-day reign of terror 
came to an end 
near 
Stephenville early Tuesday 
morning with the capture of 
two escaped Colorado con­ 
victs and the death of the 
third one. Before their 
capture the trio killed two 
and 
wounded 
five 
and 
assaulted two women that 
they had kidnapped in New 
Mexico. 
T. L. Baker, father of 
Eugene Baker of Hamlin, 
was the first victim of the trio 
early Saturday morning at 
his ranch home in Stonewall 
County. News reports in­ 
dicate that Baker’s death was 
a revenge killing for his 
testimony against one of the 
three escaped convicts, but 
his son Eugene said Monday 
that his father had not 
testified in any trial.

Colorado State Penitentiary 
in Canon City was reportedly 
taken from the Baker home 
by Ray Dean Campbell and 
Williams earlier this year. 
Campbell is still serving time 
in the Colorado prison and 
reportedly is the one that 
warned Colorado Prison 
authorities that the escaped 
trio might be on their way to 
Texas seeking revenge. 


The escaped trio were 
Dalton Williams, 29, formerly 
of Snyder; Jerry Ulmer, 22, 
also formerly of Snyder; and 
Richard 
Magnum, 
22. 
Magnum was killed and 
Ulmer was wounded during 
the capture early Tuesday 
morning by lawmen called in 
from all over the state in the 
man hunt that lasted for three 
days. 


Following their escape 
from the Colorado prison, the 
trio stole several cars in 
Colorado and New Mexico 
before abducting the two girls 
in 
New 
Mexico. 
They 
abandoned the girl’s car and 
stole a pickup with a camper 
cover on it in New Mexico. 
This is the vehicle that they 
remained in from some time 
Friday until late Saturday 
evening when they stole a car 
in Breckenridge. 
Mr. Baker was apparently 
gunned down by the trio at his 
ranch home 16 miles north of 
Rotan early Saturday mor­ 
ning. His son, Gary, came 
upon the trio at his father’s 
home after the shooting and 
was left tied to a utility pole. 
He later escaped and alerted 
officers. He first reported his 
father as being kidnapped but 


the body of Mr. Baker was 
discovered by authorities at 
the home. 
According to Hamlin Police 
Chief Ed Wheat, the trio was 
reported to have been spotted 
in Hamlin about 9:30 but this 
was before the report was out 
that the men were being 
sought. 


Mr. Baker was apparently 
warned Friday that the trio 
had escaped and that they 
might be on the way down 
here looking for revenge 
against him. He was warned 
by the father of Campbell, 
Slim Campbell of Rotan, 
after Ray Dean had called his 
father to warn Mr. Baker. 
Mr. Baker checked with the 
Stonewall County Sheriff’s 
department Friday but no 
report was out about a 
Colorado prison break. It was 
some 17 to 18 hours later 
before the sheriff’s depart­ 
ment received an answer 
from 
the 
Colorado 
authorities. This was after 
Mr. Baker had already been 
killed by the trio. 
After reports were received 
here about the trio and they 
were reported to have been 
sighted, 
area 
law 
en­ 
forcement officers converged 
on Hamlin to check out the 
homes of J. W. Turner, 
Williams’s father-in-law, and 
Mrs. Felton West, Mrs. 
Turner’s 
mother. 
A 
helicopter from the Texas 
Department of Public Safety 
out of Midland took part in 
the search here. 
The trio was not heard from 
again until late Saturday 
evening when they tied up a 


young Breckenridge man and 
stole his car. The men stole 
the car about 7 p.m. Saturday 
and it was 8:30 before the 
man was able to draw the 
attention of neighbors and 
report the theft to officers. 
Following this the men 
released the two girls on the 
outskirts of Graham and then 
were next sighted near 
Mineral Wells where they 
shot up a Highway Patrol car. 
After

the 
trio 
alledgedly killed Mrs. Ray 
Ott and injured her husband 


ut their home near Strawn. 
The couple is reported to 
have testified against one of 
the three men. The men shot 
and wounded at least three 
others as they created a wave 
of terror throughout the 
northern part of Erath 
County 
just 
north 
of 
Stephenville. 
When their last known 
stolen vehicle was found 
abandoned in the area, over 
200 law enforcement officers, 
federal, state and area of­ 
ficers, converged on about a 


five-square-mile area. It was 
not until sometime Monday 
that the trio was seen again 
and it was early Tuesday 
morning when they tried to 
break out of the closed off 
area and were captured. 
Taking part in the manhunt 
Saturday and part of Sunday 
were Jones County Sheriff

Somewhere during this reign of 
terror the trio, switched from 
picking their victims on the basis of 
revenge to a wild shooting spree. 
Fortunately for Hamlin residents, 
the trio passed through here without 
feeling the need for new trans­ 
portation or anything else that they 
would have had to take by force. For 
this we can be eternally thankful. 
We can also be eternally thankful 
that they did not hole up here. From 
all reports we have received about 
half of Hamlin must have been on 
hand when the officers searched the 
homes here. Had they been holed up 
in any one of these homes there is no 
telling how many of the curiosity 
seekers might have gotten in the 
way of a bullet before the battle was 
over. 
It is bad enough that we have all of 
these unneeded people at fires and 
other disaster areas but it is just 
plain stupid of people to gather 
around something like this. In the 
first place they are endangering 
their own safety and in the second 
place they only hamper those who 
are trying to do a dangerous task. 
One can only wonder how many 
curiosity seekers have been drawn 
to the Stephenville 
area 
en­ 
dangering both their lives and the 
lives of the Lawmen trying to do 
their job. 


We would like to express our 
appreciation to all of you who took 
time to vote Saturday, regardless of 
how you voted. Naturally, we were 
quite pleased that the bond election 
passed and we can now go ahead 
with the work needed to insure that 
Hamlin has its needed medical 
facilities in the years ahead.

Colorado State Penitentiary 
in Canon City was reportedly 
taken from the Baker home 
by Ray Dean Campbell and 
Williams earlier this year. 
Campbell is still serving time 
in the Colorado prison and 
reportedly is the one that 
w arned Colorado 
Prison 
authorities that the escaped 
trio might be on their way to 
Texas seeking revenge. 


The escaped trio were 
Dalton Williams, 29, formerly 
of Snyder; Jerry Ulmer, 22, 
also formerly of Snyder; and 
R ichard 
Magnum, 
22. 
M agnum was killed and 
Ulmer was wounded during 
the capture early Tuesday 
morning by lawmen called in 
from all over the state in the 
man hunt that lasted for three 
days. 


Following their escape 
from the Colorado prison, the 
trio stole several cars in 
Colorado and New Mexico 
before abducting the two girls 
in 
New 
Mexico. 
They 
abandoned the girl’s car and 
stole a pickup with a camper 
cover on it in New Mexico. 
This is the vehicle that they 
remained in from some time 
Friday until late Saturday 
evening when they stole a car 
in Breckenridge. 
Mr. Baker was apparently 
gunned down by the trio at his 
ranch home 16 miles north of 
Rotan early Saturday mor­ 
ning. His son, Gary, came 
upon the trio at his father’s 
home after the shooting and 
was left tied to a utility pole. 
He later escaped and alerted 
officers. He first reported his 
father as being kidnapped but 


the body of Mr. Baker was 
discovered by authorities at 
the home. 
According to Hamlin Police 
Chief Ed Wheat, the trio was 
reported to have been spotted 
in Hamlin about 9:30 but this 
was before the report was out 
that the men were being 
sought. 


Mr. Baker was apparently 
warned Friday that the trio 
had escaped and that they 
might be on the way down 
here looking for revenge 
against him.

The first realization that they 
might be talking about me as vice 
president gave me a thrill. But then I 
re a d about the national debt, 
compared it with my own, and 
concluded that the federal govern­ 
ment is the only outfit in the United 
States that has bigger problems than 
I do. 
That is why I was so relieved 
Tuesday when President Ford an­ 
nounced that he had decided to 
nominate Nelson Rockefeller. As

Bush

intelligently 
remarked after the selection was 
announced, “ Nelson is obviously the 
number one man for the job.” To 
me, of course, this was not obvious 
until the P resid en t m ade him 
number one. 
Reflection on 
the appointment 
confirms my faith in the wisdom of 
the President. Who in this country 
could look at the national debt and 
be able to pay it off if he didn't like 
it? No one but Rockefeller that I 
know of. The fact that Rockefeller is 
said to be liberal gives hope that he 
might do that very thing. 
And I liked the way he answered 
reporters on the question of public 
disclosure of finances. Disclosing 
my financial condition would be a 
personal em barrassm ent to me, but 
the man the President picked could 
do it with a swagger. In fact, he 
showed class when he told the 
reporters

none of 
their 
business, but that he would tell 
Congress anything they wanted to 
know.
